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It is our pleasure to present you sith this copy of our family reoord. 
In w sincere effort to record correctly, names, dates and relative positions, 
we have written many letters and made many personal contacts, Should you find 
mistakes, please correct them on your copy and be assured that we tried hard 
not to make thea. 


We have made no attempt to immortalise the Parmers, All we claim for 
ourselves is that we are just ancther American family of good average. How= 
ever, for the benefit of the youngest generations now livAing and the future 
generations to come, the writer has taken the liberty to write into the 
record, bits of family history, in the form of complimentary facts, with 
regard to the vocations and personalities of most of those now deceased and 
a few of the oldest still living. 


No mention has been made of character imperfections, because it is human 
te error and while we Parmers did and do have our share of hpyman faults, we 
believe that the manory of these should be allowed to die with the body where- 
in they existed, while the memory of virtues should be kept alive forever. 


Our ohjective has been to record in proper relationship, all Parmer namoa 
that our combined records and knowledge can prove a relationship, make a copy 
for each branch family, #0 that all of us may have a better knowledge of each 
other and leave that knowledge behind us, easily availiable to the rarmer 
generations that will follow. 


We, therefore, stars our record with Hoseph Parmer, 1600 ~ 1867, and his 
wife Rath Moody Parmer, 1798 ~ 1872, because their generation alone, can ‘ 
accomplish our purpose. 


The Parmers, like most pioneer Amerioan families, were of nglish descent 
ena they first settled in Virginia. Our present records ani knowledge do not 
tell us where our first Joseph was born. In our extensive search in the 
early records of the three Inilaga Counties ahown on our map, we found 
mention of the following Parmer “unknowns”: : 


Aaron Parner was mentioned once {in a land transfer record of Decatur County. 
In land transfer records of Franklin County, Guion J. Parmer was mentioned 
once, and Isiah Parmer was mentioned twice. In the very first land transfer 
records of Ripley County, a Charles ©. Parmer was mentioned once, ' 


No other mention was made in any of the records of any Parmer, other 
than our first Joseph or one of his known descendants. 


Our first Joseph could have come to Indiana from Virginia with a 
covered wagon train, when a boy or young man, with some of the above 
mentioned men as brothers, maybe some as cousins or Joseph could have been 
born in Indiana with one of those other mon as his father. 


In any event, all except Joseph either died or moved out of this State, 
without leaving any dezeehfants or any record or knowlédge of any descendants 
here,

within their om neighborhood. ‘This leads us to believe that our Joseph 
settled in the circle section of our map, before his marriage, because it 
ie & known fact that Ruth's Moody's pioneered the section of Decatur County 
shown within the circle on our map. We know that Joseph was a farmer, 
because in the early records of Franklin County, we learned that he bought 
160 acres for $400.00. The location given was the section of Franklin County 
shown in the map cirale,. 


Probably we should madify a Little, that part of our map page information, 
stating that Joseph and Huth raised their family on thie farn. fhe record 
states that he bought this farm, Oct. 17th, 1865, so actually their children 
were mostly pretty well grown by that time. However, various mown faots 
lead us to believe that his children were raised in that immediate neighborhood. 


Our combined knowledge and handed dom information, can tel] us nothing 
abont Ruth Moody Parmer. However, we have known, personally, many of the 
Moodys that are now deceased, We know many of the Moodys who are now Living 
in the same section where theix early folks were *brooded,” 


If we can judge the character of the early Moody ancestors, by the 
character of their descendants now living, then we can be proud that Ruth 
Moody was our ancestor. 


Joseph ani Ruth's children: Rebecca. Jess6, Isaac. 


It 48 a known fact that Joseph and Ruth also had two other sons, James 
and John. We belive from vague, handed down information, that thay had 
still another son, whose name wa have not been able to definitely establish, 
as yes. Also, in the early land transfer records of Decatur County, we found 
the name of Peter Parmer mentioned in the same deeds involving our Jesse 
Parmer. This leads us to expect that we may find with further research, 
that this Peter was also still another son of our Joseph and Rath. 


We know that James and John moved to Iowa and settled there when they 
were young men, Our John F, Parmer, grandson of Isaac, remembers that when 
he was a emall tog, his great unole John visited the Indiada relatives, 
bringing with him his wife, whose name was Sarshe Our James Castor, recalls 
the same visit and remembers that at that tine, this great uncle told that 
his son had o high powered rifle that could k111 wild ducks on the wing. 


In our recent extensive searchs in burial grounds, we found a grave 
stone in the old Ross cemetery, one mile south of Hewpoint, Ind., a stone 
bearing the following, legible inscription: “Twin son of James and America 
Parmer, Died 1851, aged 1 year, 2 months ani 23 days.” . 


However, all contact between the above mentioned James and John Parmer 
and their Indiana relatives has been lost for many years. We intend to 
complete the record on these “lost” boys, tat it may take us many months or 
even a few years, since st this time, we know nothing of any of their gener- 
ations. ; 


Since we now have the record completed on Joseph and Ruth's children, 
Rebecoa, Jeoase and Isaac and it alone is quite voluminous, it had been 
suggested by many of our family who have helped gather our information, that 
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we print and distribute copies of what we have now, then follow with the 
rest when we have it comiled. 


Our Joseph and Ruth Parmer were buried in the old loss cemetery near 
their home. Their plain, slab type grave stones are broken and laying on 
the ground, but the inscriptions are still legible, 


The above map shows the original “brooding” place of our family, as of 
the start of the record, Our first Joseph and Huth rateed their family with 
in the circle, southwest tip of Franklin County. ‘Their son Isaac raised his 
family on the same farm. Their son Jesse raised his femily within the circle, 
near Napoleon. Their daughter Hebecosn raised her family in and aroung 
Metamora and laurel, Franklin County, Many of Ipaac(s descendants still live 
in or near the cirlie, A few of Jesse's descendants live near the circle, 
Many of Rebecca's descendants still live in and around Laurel, Metamra and 
Brookville. 


However, a8 you will notice vy the addresses at the start of the record, 
many have settled cm are raising their families far from the original 
“Brooding” place.

John Applegate 1817 — 1863 


Tucked away seourely in Franklin County's loftiest hills, is the olf 
historical village of Metamora, Indiana. Early in the 19th century it‘s 
corn meal and flour mill, powered by a water wheel, was one of the very few 
in the state, ‘Twice a year, spring ani fall, men came here in ox carts 
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over rough trail roads, from distances requiring several days for the round 
trip. Aman made canal connected Metamora with Brookville on the White Water 
river. Sarges were pulled thru this canal hy mules on the bank, 


Rebecca rarmer married John Applegate, who was a native of this Hotamora 
seotion. We find no records or hended dom information, explaining “how come". 
our Eebecca fotind 1 husband so far from her father's house, but in view of 
the above mentioned historical facts and in an effort to brighten up a dull 
record, may we offer the following assumption:? 


Probably in the spring of about 1841, our yonng and beautiful Rebecca, 
being of the age to be wantin’ some boughten things, made the long journey 
to the mill with her father in his ox cart. ‘She allowed as to how sha could 
do a right maart of browsein’ around in the big one roon “department” store 
at Metamora, while their grindin' wes a‘gettin’ done. 


Maybe young John Applegate worked at the mill or maybe he drove his 
father's ox cart there with grain for grindin'. He beheld our heautiful 
Rebecca sittin’ her ox cart. Her very long dress was still a wee bit short 
and a full inch of her pretty leg was showin’ above her shos top. John 
being a gentleman, looked away guickly and nover looked again, -—<--— that 
trip «= ox did he? 


Rebecca, no doubt, sneaked a peek, peek and a half or two peeks out 
from under her bonnet and noticed John's broad shoulders, his big ahiny 
mustache and the ease with which he haniled them there bag grain sacks, 


They were both forcibly “hit” and each vowed to themselves that they 
would be sure to mkeé the trip again, come fall. 


Come fall. John looked again, HEebeces, leoked again. 


Come Spring again. Hebecoa locked again. John looked again and this 
time he noticed that our Rebeces also had « pretty face. 


He asked her Pa and Ma. He asked his Pe end Ma. Of course, he also 
asked our Rebecca, 


Back to facts again, thay were married, settled snd rained their family 
around iietamors and Lavrel, 


We have “heard tell" that Rebecca was a rather short woman, maybe a wee 
bit on the plump side. she hed A very strong convictions and was willing to 
express her views whenever snd wherever she thought they were needed, che 
had a very rugged constitution ani even when she was at an advanwed age, she 
insisted on taking her daily outdoor ralk, regerdiess of the weather. iebeoca's 
cup of earthly bitternsss runnsth over. You will note by the rscord that 
her husband died in 1663, =b ths youre age of 40, The samo yoar phe lost by 
death, her 3 year o14 danghter, Patience and her yess old baby boy, Francois, 


Ve fsa] sure that the soul, ao sorely troubled than, is now enjoying the 
peace so richly deserved. 


We know little of John Applegate, except that he was a farmer und omed 
o farm near the Laurel shown on our map.

Hex greatest pleasure was “holpin’ sick forks", Hecently the writer 
stood in the home of her only living daughter, Ivan Morgan, leurel, Indiana 
and looked at the large portrait of Rath, hanging on the wall. The dark, 
character=-showing, beauty was good to look ad. 


Steyhen Fotts was o farmer near Laurel and also the official teanster 
for the horse-drawn community hearso, He was an exacting and conscientious 
" man and Ivan Morgan, recalled for us an occassion when her father was going 
to have to use «a half broken cools in his team for a forth-coming funsral. 
He worricd about it, fearing the behavior of the colt, However, due to the 
expert handling of Stephen or becausze the colt understood and respected the 
solemity of ocoassion, it performed it’s duty at the funeral, in o very 
commendabl © mamere

Jesse and Matilda Pamer's sons; Isaac, "Dud", Sherman, Grant and "Shera" 
had a “dance band”, consisting of mouth organ& and “fiddlos", 


They played a lot of wedding dances, which in those days were held in 
barns and graneries, A few years ago, we were told by a lm. Bdward Tavpmeyer, 
then 84, now deceased, that these Pamer boys played for his wedding dance in . 
the year of 1681. He said when the hour got a little late, Grant and “"Sherd", 
then only 13 and 8 years old, fell asleep between dances, Our informant said 
however, that vhen they wore ready to play again, the older boys just “woke up" 
the youngsters ani the dancing and the napping went on and on,

Uncle "Ike" was a farmer, asquiring the home farm of his father, Southwest 
tip pf Franklin County, shown in the circle on our map. He also pooneered 
thrashing machines, operating first with horse power, then with a steam engine 
that had to be moved from place to place with horses and finally with the 
traction steam engine. He was a snappy, small like man, jovial, witty and 
fun-loving. He had «a great sense of humor and enjoyed laughing, He wad a 
laugh all his om, he just opened his mouth wide, made very little noise, but 
a1ad most of the laughing with his eyes. His face was good to see, while he 
was doing it. : 


He always wore a neat kept beard. His grandson Ora Parmer, recently 
recalled for us, some handed down information to the effect that when Isaac 
cast his first vote, he wan hardly old enovgh, but as he was wesring a sizeable 
beard at the time, the election board did not question his age. His two 
brothers who really were old enough, voted the seme day and the board challenged 
them and made then prove their age. : 


We are willihg to bet that Uncle Ike "kicked that one around a lot", with 
his mouth open and his eyes laughing. 


The Shouse family also pioneered in the section shown by the circle on 
our map. ‘The writer's mother, &1, was glad to tell us about Aunt Clarisa. 
She tells us that she was a very unusual woman, Sweet and gentle, yet strong 
and fearless. Pleasant yet serious. Left all the comedy to her capable husband, 
She was the healthy outdoor type and was an accomplished horse woman in f#éf her 
young and middle life, riding as was the custom for woman in those days, with 
a side saddle and the regular long and flowing skirt, over the conventional 
half dosen petticoats. Oh brother! You had to have a lot of skill in those 
days to ride a horse and be a lady at the sane time. 


My Mom, who was a good rider too when young, but had to do most of it 
without the luxury of a saddle, remembers well what a thrill she got when she 
would occassionally get a ride on Aunt Clarisats side saddle.

About 2 miles south of Newpoint, on ovr mep, is a eral] settlement with 
a name not on our map. It ie New Pennington, but “weeuns” arcund here usvally 
drop the "New" and just eay Pesmington. It was founded about ten years before . 
the Civil War, by a family living there named Pennington. Jor many years it 
had an echool honee where muy of the Parmers received their conmor grade 
education. It eleo hat a church, which figured prominently in church affairs 
in this section for miles around. 


One of the Ponningtons was « Dr. Eli Pennington, whom we are told was a 
very famous doctor at that time. Incidently, during our research we found a 
deed rocorded in the Deontur County Court House, Greensburg, showing that this 
Dr. Pennington bought 80 acred from our Jease Parmer, in 1651, for £500.00. 
(We never d414 find ont what the heck Doc done with the 79 acres he had left 
over after he'd made Pennington.7 


The Castor femily aleo ploncered in this section, Their James married 
our Elisabeth and they started house-keepin’ near Pennington. They farmed 
here for several years, then in 1896 the moved upstate to the better farm land 
of Tipton County, where they lived the rest of the&t lives,

In the very early part of this 20th century, the writer and many other small 
country boys, wers thrdlled and fascinated by a voair of very unusual males, 
owned by Joe and Sarah Farmer. It is because of the lasting memory they have 
left with us and because we believe it would have vleased Joe, that we give them 
“honorable mention” in the record: 
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Jack, = brownish black, and Queen, a dappled gray when young, burning to 
ali white as she eged, were larger than ayvorace for miles, They were about 
even in height qith Queen a little the heaviest, Like their owner, they "farmed' 
end never complained, but they loved to thrash crain, They pulled the water 
wagon for the steas ongines, Tisy mew exactly what they rere axpposed to do 
and they did it, many tines withont being tol¢. They cee-ed,fhaw-ed and backed 
by word command alone. then the "rig" was coupled up and started to move to 
another farm, Jack and Quem “antomatically" fel] in tne followed behind. 

They would stop well out of the rme until the rig was set un ready to thrash, 
then « word from Joe or one of tha boyd and they woulda bring the tank wagon to 
it's proper place along side the encine. 


When unhitched from the waron at night and turned loose, they would hunt 
their ow drink, then walk sround the atrange barn and if they found an empty 
stall with the docr open, they walked in and made themselves at home. 


Tb cannot be definitely established rhether the Parmers taught these miles 
to thrash or whether it was these mies who taught the Paruers, 


On Sunday, when Jack and Wem were brushed off extrs special, put in 
light double harness and hitched to the surrey with the fringe on top, they 
pulled the family to church with all the poise and dignity befitting the oocasio: . 


That was Jack and Gneen, May they rest ih peace. 


In connection with Joe and Sarah's farm laying in all three counties, and 
the o14 Jack mule, who survived queen hy several years, we can relate an wiusval 
inoident that ocevred in 1920, When Joe and Sareh left the farm and moved: into 
retireums, their son Hol farmed the home place for several years and the writer 
worked for him as a farm hand. We were working old Jack and a half broten 3 Yr, 
colt to a jJend roller. ‘They pulled a rweeeay, Of course, cood ol¢ Jeok 
hated to do such » foodsah thins, ont the big strong colt forced nim to go along 
“just for the ride", ‘hey ran less than a quarter of a mile, before being 
stopped, but they were in all three somties during the run,
